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PREFACE. 


Tats Reader, the first of “The Geoffrey Keating 
Series of School Books,” is intended for young learners 
of Irish, whether native speakers or not, but may 
be used with advantage by learners of any age, who 
have mastered the usual primers. Native speakers will 
find the notes and explanations helpful in acquiring a 
knowledge of English, while children whose vernacular 
is English will find them useful as explaining the text. 
An attempt has been made to have the lessons up to date 
and of an elevating character. Folklore of the ordinary 
type is unsuited to young children and has been rigidly 
excluded. The verse lessons are very simple and in 
many cases suitable for singing; the burthen of com- 
mitting them to memory is thus greatly diminished. 
They should be all committed to memory, and sung 
- where possible. A short vocabulary of the more 
unusual or difficult words is given at the head of 
each lesson, but it has not been thought advisable to 
give a full vocabulary as the child is expected to rely 
to some extent on knowledge previously acquired and on 
the assistance of the teacher. It is intended that these 
httle vocabularies should form part of the lessons. The 
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lessons are graduated as regards difficulty and length, 
and i: is believed that a careful study of the entira 
course, under an experienced teacher, will give a child - 
a fair grasp of the main elements of the living speech. 
Wherever possible the teacher should induce the children 
to explain in [msh and to paraphrase some of the sen-. 
tences in their own way. After a lesson has been care- 
fully studied it will be a most useful exercise to get the 
pupils to give the substance in their own words in Irish, 
if possible, if not,in English, and as they get ‘more 
advanced to get them to write an account of the lesson 
aS an exercise in composition, and answer in Irish 
questions on the matter of the text. The children for 
whom the book is mainly intended cannot be expected 
to appreciate grammatical definitions and distinctions, 
but can be made, by a judicious use of these lessons, to 
understand the case relations of nouns, the tense and 
mood forms of verbs, the agreement of substantive with 
adjective ; they can be made to use 17 and cá correctly 
and to acquire a fair practical knowledge of the func- 
tions of the prepositions. Irish history and literature, the 
beauties and attractions of Ireland are not forgotten in 
these lessons.

NOTE TO TEACHERS. 


In studying Irish it is a mistake to imagine that the 
pupil, if an Irish speaker, must be confined to the words 
or phrases he has heard in conversational use. The con- 
versational language, especially among the illiterate, 
has a great many gaps that must be supplied from the 
written language. Of course the conversational usage 
furnishes a most useful and necessary guide to correct 
syntax and the precise meaning of words. These lessons 
are not intended to suit any one part of the country 
more than another. They are composed in the form of 
living Irish that most naturally and artistically expressed 
the writer’s thoughts. Nevertheless, it will be a useful 
exercise for the pupil, if a native speaker, to introduce 
into a sentence a word or form of expression which 
comes more natural to him than those employed in the 
text; with a view to this exercise, a few words and 
phrases are here given as variants of those used in the 
text. Of course, in the case of poetry, such an exer- 
cise will work out only in a very modified way. In 
what follows the word in the text comes first, followed by . 
an alternative word in living use, especially in Con- 
naught or Ulster:—fatlla, bella; fortin, rarcad; 
Sedyiicaé, peallcan; fain, pin; rerptmeompn, reilmeomm 
(also reilméin); 00 bead, ba Sead; an buile cure, 
ap buile ler; uan, am; oairap, cathpa; pagan, 
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jaéao or rather paca mé; Tcooil omm, les fum 
(Aran) cuir, umac, cuip otc; Lubds, callos; a5 cdtao

Still it is obvious that the use of a 
synthetic verbal system, as far as possible, helps to give 
strength and brevity to the sentence, both in prose and 
verse, and more especially in verse. Hence, even when 
the synthetic forms are not natural to the child, it will 
be a useful exercise to teach them to it, andto get it to 
employ them in composition. Another point connected 
with the verbal forms, that is of importance to bear in 
mind is the relative form of the verb, which in certain 
tenses and pérsons is distinct from the ordinary form, as 
on fea (a) berd, “c., for an feap (a) biap, Je., the 
man who will be, &c. In these lessons the relative form, 
as distinct from the ordinary form, is not employed, for 
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the simple reason that it did not come natural to the 
writer, as it is seldom or never used in the Southern part 
of Ireland. There can be no doubt that the use of the 
relative form adds strength and elegance to a sentence, 
and should be encouraged in those districts where it is 
still used in the spoken language. The teachers will do 
well to draw attention to the poetical forms certain 
words assume as beol for béal, rnóó for pnuad, éc. 
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
